cream, Banburry tarts, tart pastry 
and pork chops and rice. 
The recipes follow: 
Caramel Ham Loaf 
One pound ground beef, one Ib. 


ground smoked ham, one tsp. dry | 


mustard, one egg, one cup milk, two 
cups stale bread, two tablespoons of 
Belles chopped olives, % tsp. pep- 
per, % tsp. salt, % cup brown sugar, 
% tsp. whole cloves. 

Break bread into small bits. Add 
milk, egg, seasonings and combine 
with ground meat. Mix very well. 
Place brown sugar in bottom of 
loaf pan sprinkle with the whole 
cloves and pour in the meat mix- 
ture. Pack down well, Bake with 
oven meal. 

Buttered Parsnips 

Six to eight parsnips, four tbsps 
butter, % cup water, salt and pep- 
per. 

Scrape cut parsnips in siutable 
pieces. Put into oven pan, add but- 
ter and water, season, cover tight- 
ly and cook with oven meal. 

Steamed Onions 

Six to 10 small onions, % cup wa- 
ter, 2 sbsp butter, salt. 

Peel onions and leave whole. Place 
in oven meal pan, add water, salt 
and butter. Cover tightly and steam 
with oven meal. 

Cherry Cobbler 

Two cups Fisher Biskit Mix flour, 
one No. 2% can red pitted cherries, 
42 cup sugar, 1 tgsp butter.
